SAUDI-IRAQL RELATIONS SEEN STRESSING LMPORTANCE OF ARAB UNITY 
Beirut THE ARAB WORLD WEEKLY in English 16 Aug 80 pp 2-6 


(Excerpt) Saudi Crown Prince Fahd Ben Abdel Aziz declared earlier this 
week that the Israeli Knesset decision to consider unified Jerusalem as 
the eternal capital of Israel was both a challenge and a threat to the 
Arab nations. He stressed that the Arabs must reconsider their strategy 
and rebuild their unity and solidarity to confront the new situation and, 
quite surprisingly, he said that “holy wer" was the only possible retort 
to the Israeli move, 


Comins from one of the top officials of one of the Arab states that are 
considered as most moderate, the declaration raised questions among 
observers as to its far-reaching meaning and consequences, The fact that 
it came a week after the oil-rich kingdom and Iraq issued a joint declara- 
tion announcing that measures would be taken against any country which 
recognized the Israeli decision gave even more momentum to the declaration 
and triggered speculations on the policy that Saudi Arabia was planning to 
draw up for the coming months. 


The Iraqi-Saudi Statement. On August 6, Saudi Arabia and Iraq issued a 
declaration which said they would cut political and economic ties with any 
country which accepted Israel's annexation of East Jerusalem, The comm- 
nique, which was issued after Lraqi President Saddam Hussein's visit to 
Saudi Arabia, said that “the two sides agreed to sever all political and 
economic relations with any country which responds to the decision of the 
Zionist entity and retains its embassy in Jerusalem." 


The statement also condemned the Israeli move as "a new dangerous situa- 
tion in a string of continuing Zionist aggressions which threaten the 
security, peace and stability of the region and the world." It also said 
that Saudi Arabia and Iraq valued those countries which had withdrawn their 
diplomatic missions from the disputed city following the Israeli action 
and urged other countries to do the same, and not to stand “nad-tied in 
the face of such evil Zionist activities." 

















The Saudi=leaqi communique Was tasued after lraqi President Saddam Hussein 
returned home from 4 24-hour surprise visit to Saudi Arabia; the first 

vieit to the oil-rich kingdom by an iraqi President ever since the Hashemite 
monarchy was overthrown in Lraq in 1958, 


The vieit came a8 4 complete surprise even to Saudi officials who, accord- 
ing to Saudi press reports, were taken aback and until the last moment did 
not know how to make protocol arrangements, Saudi reports said that when 
the Iraqi President's plane landed in Taef, Saudi officials thought of 
making 4 decla: tion saying that the President Saddam Hussein was coming 
to perform the Umrah ritual in Mecea, on the occasion of the month of 
Ramdan, The same reports added that, however, the Lraqi delegation 
insisted that the visit be called and regarded as an official one, 


Some sources said that the Iraqi President may have surrounded his visit 
with complete secrecy for security reasons tut the major questions that 
were raised dealc with the reasons behind hie trip. It is worth noting 
here that Mr Saddam Hussein visited Saudi Arabia in late 1978 when he was 
Vice President, but his visit at the time was described as a private one 
conducted for religious reasons; it had nevertheless drawn attention to 
the relations between the two countries, These relations have been con- 
sistently improving ever since 1978, 


Speculations had it that the Iraqi President's surprise visit was prompted 
by the deteriorating internal situation in some of the Gulf states, or by 
the latest Israeli decision on Jerusalem, both issues which are of vital 
importance for the two oil-producing countries. Another view was that 
iraq, which will be hosting the OPEC summit slated for November, was seek- 
ing to ensure the success of the forthcoming meeting and to settle a number 
of questions related to oil production and oil prices. 





[t was noted that Saudi King Khaled personally accompanied the Lraqi 
President from Taef's Howaya Airport to the Guests’ palace, 


Interpretation, The joint Saudi-[raqi declaration was described by some 
observers as the first step towards the establishment of a Saudi-lIraqi 
axis which would play a decisive role in both the Gulf and Middle East 
regions. This view was prompted by the fact that since the fall of the 
Iranian monarchy, Iraq has emerged as the leading military power of the 
Gulf region and has repeatedly expressed its determination to play 4 major 
role on both the security and political levels in the Gulf region, espe- 
cially to maintain this region outside the realm of international conflicts 
and domestic disturbances, This position is shared by the Saudi Kingdom 
and, since April 1978, security agreements have been concluded between the 
two countries, but the consequences of these agreements had not yet 
appeared; perhaps because of the two countries’ disagreements over oil 
question, or because of the 20-year friendship and cooperation treaty con- 
cluded between Iraq and the Soviet Union.

Following the conclusion, in February 1979, of a security agreement with 
Saudi Arabia, lraq cracked down on Communists inside lraq in a move which 
raised questions as to ite tuture relations with Moscow, The treaty was 
M@iintained and one of the leading interpretations of the Iraqi crackdown 
wae that 1) it wanted to eliminate the possibility of domestic troubles, 
and 2) it was eager to reassure the West as well as the moderate Arab 
etates a8 to its intentions, 


Among the interpretations given to the Saudi-lraqi decision, one, put 
forth by AL NAHAR's columnist Marwan Iskandar said that its importance 
derives from the fact that the two countries are mjor oil-producing 
mations, They jointly produce 48 percent of all OPEC's oil and that the 
industrialized world could not, at thie stage, bear a reduction in oil 
production superior to 30 percent of the current level, He said that this 
will prompt the EEC nations, Japan and the United States to avold recog- 
nizing Jerusalem as the capital of Ierael because the Saudi-lraqi declara- 
tion is tantamount to a warning that they would resort to the oil weapon 
to serve the Middle East cause, 


However, western diplomatic sources in Beirut were reported in the press 
last week as saying that although selective economic measures, including 

the rupture of oil contracts, could be imposed against individual countries, 
it was unlikely that there would be any general use of the oil weapon. 

The sources said that both Saudi Arabia and Iraq have recently resisted 
pressures from Arab hardline states to cut their oil production, 


In this context, the declaration made earlier this week by Saudi Crown 
Prince Fahd could be taken as yet another warning which represents the 
position of most of the Gulf states this time since the joint declaration 
was backed by at least 8 Arab states so far: Kuwait, the United Arab 
Emirates, Bahrain, Qatar, Algeria, Jordan, North Yemen and Mauritania, 


An Iraqi-Saudi Axis, The major question now is whether one can speak of 
a Saudi-l[raqi axis or whether one of the two countries will emerge as a 

polarizing Arab power around which all the others would rally. For some 

observers, it is Saudi Arabia which will assume the leading part because 
of a number of conditions that were not available before. 


The main condition is the decision which Israel took in regard to the 
stacus of Jerusalem, The matter has been deemed serious enough to prompt 
Arab states to forget about their marginal and secondary conflicts to pool 
their efforts in the face of the new challenge posed to them, As one 
observer put it, the road to Arab unity passes through Jerusalem, 


The secou. condition which contributes to promote the role and leadership 
of Saudi Arabia is the fact that the oil-rich kingdom is the only Arab 
state which maintains sound and balanced relations with all Arab states, 
from the most moderate to the most radical, including Marxist-oriented 











South Yeme;., In recent weeks it has also proves tts relations with 9YTia 
and the thaw in their relations was overtly proclaimed when the Syrian 
president's brother, Rifaat Al Assad, made a visit to Saudi Arabia last 


month requesting its assistance to fight the Moslem Brotherhood organiza- 
tion, 


Saudi Arabia also maintains relations with Egypt, despite its opposition 


to the Camp David accords and the separate peace treaty signed between 
Exypt and lerael, 


[his promotes the idea that Saudi Arabia will lead the movement for Arab 
unity or ac least Arab consensus on 4 joint strategy to face the coming 
stages ot cme Middle East peace process, In addition, the declaration made 
by saudi Crown Prince Fahd Ben Abdel Aziz marked a clear hardening of the 
Saudi position and precluded the possibility of a Saudi participation in 

the Middle Last peace process in the near future and the current conditions, 
The declaratiou, macking a clear-cut position, is bound to lead to a defi- 
nite rapprochement between Saudi Arabia and the hardline states,

ARAB STATES AGELE TO UNLFY PENAL CODE, SECURITY PLANS

Text] Jeddah, Aug. 30 (SPA)=-Arab interior ministers have agreed on a 
wide-ranging $30 million master security plan for the Arab world, the 
Interior Ministry announced Friday evening. 


The plan is aimed at reducing crime, improving inter-Arab law enforcement 
and organizing Arab penal codes into a common system based upon the Sharia, 
Islamic law, The ministers were holding their third conference in Taif, 


The program, which runs between 1981 and 1983, will be financed by a joint 
Arab fund, The cost will be borne by member states and through voluntary 
donations from Arab countries, 


improvements will be mde in the training of Arab security men, and funds 
will be made available for the purchase of better communications and 
iaboratory facilities, weapons and cars, 


A system will be devised unce: the plan to inform Arabs about the negative 
effects of certain types of entertainment, and tovristic and cultural 
programs. 


The special body set up to unify Arab penal codes will work out their 
administrative and technical structure along with other religious, cultural 
and social programs, Arab countries will be bound by the body's opinions 
and recommendations. 


The ministers also decided to create a committee to monitor the media, 

fhe carefully selected committee members will define fixed criteria and 
will grade the materials reviewed as follows: good for all citizens, 

good for adults only, nefarious for security and public morals, and without 
any redeemable social value, 


A joint command will regulate the operations of frontier guards to prevent 
smuggling, and cooperation will also be improved between Arab customs offi- 
cia.is. 


An Interior Minister's Council will be set up in the Arab League to prepare 
a final draft of the program which the Interior ministers will approve at 
their next meeting. Member states will then specify their financial commit- 
ments to the master security plan,

ORIGIN, STRUCTURE OF ORGANIZATION OF ISLAMIC CONFERENCE STUDIED

The Organisation of the 
islamic Conference is the pre- 
mier international body repres- 
enting nearly one billion Mus- 
lims all over the world. It rep- 
resents the fulfilment of their 
desire to work towards the 
realisation of their common 
aspirations for unity and co- 


operation in political, 
economic, social and cultural 
fields. 


The idea for setting up such a 
representative islamic Interna- 
tional Organisation was put 
forward at the Rabat Summit 
meeting of Muslim Heads of 
State and Government. The 
OIC now comprises 42 member 
states (two namely, Egypt and 
Afghanistan are currently sus- 
pended from membership) and 
several observer organizations, 
including the observer status of 
Nigeria and the Turkish Feder- 
ated State of Kibris. 

The Heads of S' * and Gov- 
ernment of 24 Muslim States 
met for the first time in Sep- 
tember 1969 at Rabat to express 


their grief and stock at the sac- 
riligeous act of burning of Holy 
Al Aqsa Mosque of jerusalem in 
Auge *t 1969. 

The leaders participating in 
the Islamic Summit in Rabat also 
took the opportunity to express 
together their conviction that 
“their common creed consti- 
tutes a powerful factor bringing 
their peoples closer together 
and fostering understanding 
between them.’ They declared 
that “their Governments shall 
consult together with a view to 
promoting between themselves 
a close co-operation and 
mutual assistance in the 
economic, scientific, cultural 
and spiritual fields, inspired by 
the immortal teachings of 
Islam.” The Summit also 
decided to set up the Islamic 
Conference Organisation with 
its Secretariat in Jeddah. 

In accordance with the Decia- 
ration of the Rabat Conference, 
the Foreign Ministers of the 
Islamic Conference held their 
first meeting at Jeddah on 23-25 
March, 1970. 











‘he Third Conterence of 
lsamic Foreign Ministers held 
in jeddah in 1972 acopted the 
Charter of (he Organisation of 
Islamic Conterence which laid 
down tne following objectives 
for the islamic Conterece: 

\a) to promote Islamic solidar- 
ity among member States: 

ob tO consolidate co- 
operetion among member 
sates in the economic, social, 
cultural, scientific and other 
vital elds of activites, and to 
carry Out consultations among 
member States in international 
OFganisavans; 

‘c) to endeavour to eliminate 
racial segregation, discrimina- 
tion and to eradicaie col- 
omalism in all its forms, 

\d) take necessary measures 
to support international peace 
anc security founded on jus- 
tice 

e) to co-ordinate efforts for 
tne sateguard of the Holy Places 
and support of the struggle of 
the people of Palestine, and 
heip them to regain their rights 
and liberate their land; 

if) to strengthen the struggle 
of all Mustim peoples with a 
view to safeguarding their dig- 
nity, independence and 
national rights; 

(g) to create a suitable atmos- 
phere for the promotion of 
co-operation and understand- 
ing among member States and 
other countries. 

The Carter also laid down 
that in order to realise the 
objectives mentioned in the 
preceding paragraph the 





member States shall be inspired 
and guided by the following 
principles: 

a) Total equality between 
member States; 

(b) Respect of the ght of 
self-determination, and non- 
interference in the domestic 
affairs of me nber States; 

(c) Respect of the sovereignty 
independence and territorial 
integirity of each member 
State; 

(d) Settlement of any conflict 
that may arise by peacetul 
menas such as negotiation, 
mediation, reconciliation or 
arbitration, 

(e) Abstention from the threat 
or use of force against the ‘er- 
ritorial integirity, national unity 
or political independence of 
any member State. 

The Charter also provides 
that the Conference is com- 
posed of the following: 


i. The Conference of Kings 
and Heads of State and Gov- 
ernment; 

ii. The Conference’ of 
Foreign Ministers; and 

iii. The General Secretariat 
and the subsidiary organs.

[Excerpt] [Dayan) I think that, basically speaking, Egypt and Ierael 
do see eye to eye what the peace treaty means and are ready to honor 

it and implement it, to live up to it, but the major point which there 
are differences of opinion is the Palestinian issue and here are two 
elements. The first is that the Egyptians said, right from the beginning, 
that they cannot and will not have a separate peace, so, Legally, we 
got the [eraeli-Egyptian treaty standing on ite own footing, but 
politically the Egyptians said, and it is the true political position, 
that they cannot just take care of their own interests, have Sinai, 
etc., but they must have at least another party joining this peace 
process and the only party--not just another one, the only one--are the 
Palestinians. Here you can't really expect the Syrians to come in and 
now Lebanon is under the Syrian control and when we talk about Jorden, 
or the Palestinians, practically it is the same, 


We have no conflict with Jordan, with the Jordanian kingdom as such, east 
of the river Jordan. So, when some of the Israeli parties say that they 
want a Jordanian opticn, what would they discuss with Jordan? They 

will discuss the West Bank and Gaza and when others eay that we have to 
negotiate, or to reach an agreement with the Palestinians, it's about 

the same people and the same territory and the same problems of Jerusalem, 
etc. So, the--not only the next--one, but practically the only one 
country, or issue, that should be dealt with after the peace treaty with 
Egypt is the Palestinian one and I think that here there are major 
differences of views.

West Bank and Gaza, but Arabs who come from other countries, Syria, 
Saudi Arabia, etc., they crose the Jordan bridges, come to visit their 
relatives, but they do go to Tel Aviv and Netanya and why wouldn't they, 
without any checkpost, without any restrictions. So this kind of way 

of life is not only acceptable, but I think that the Arabs, the 
Palestinians would not like to give it up. They don't have any alter- 
native for their people looking for jobs or for their commodities that 
they want to sell, vegetables or fish that they catch in Gara, etc. 





So, what-=-trying to answer your question--there is more extremism now, 
in ideology, in aspirations and they really want it, it's not just for 
export when they say that.

(Text] The Ministerial Economic Committee yesterday tabled an updated 
1980/81 budget of 90.1 billion shekels in the cabinet, with a deficit 
of 5,22 billion shekels, based on an expected inflation rate of 

123 percent. It was also announced the treasury now expects it will 
have to print 2.56 billion shekels, far more than the originally 
planned 2 billion shekels. 


The government has not concluded its discussion of the updated budget, 
which includes a proposal for a further 7 percent cut in the purchases 
and investment outlays of the various ministries. The discussion will 
be resumed on Friday, when the cabinet will also have to decide what, 
if any, tax concessions to abolish and whether to raise taxes. Pro- 
posals to at least partially reduce the budget deficit by increasing 
taxes are still on the agenda. 


If the cabinet approves the proposals of the Ministerial Economic 
Committee on Friday, the updated budget will be tabled in the Knesset 
immediately after the recess, in the second week of October. Delay 
in Knesset approval may create serious difficulties for the government 
ministries, who will be left without a legal allocation of funds. 


The forecast deficit of 5,22 billion shekels is exactly twice as large 
as the 2.61 billion shekels deficit provided for the original budget 
proposal. 


The government's domestic excess demand--the difference between the 
total demand generated by government outlays and the foreign currency 
expenditures--is estimated at 5.46 billion shekels. The original 
budget had foreseen a 350 million shekel surplus of receipts over 
outlays--for example, an absorption of demand by the government. 
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On the revenue side, the budget is predicated on collection of 45 per- 
cent more in income taxes (as compared with a 38 percent increase in 
the total budget), but only 15.5 percent more from value added t-x, 
and virtually no change--signifying a decrease in real terma--in other 
indirect taxes, such as customs duties, and purchase tax, 


The treasury expects that revenue from the employers tax, which originally 
was expected to bring in 1.37 billion shekels, will yield 2,55 billion 
shekels--nearly twice as much as budgeted in the beginning of the year. 


Informed sources doubt the realism of these revenue estimates, and 
consider them an attempt to reduce the visible size of the budget 
deficit. If these revenue estimates are not realized these sources 
say, the actual budget deficit may well be 2 billion shekels larger 
than provided for in the budget, and total 7.5-8 billion shekels,. 


The same sources also point out that the updated budget includes 
L\2,1 billion shekels in domestic loans--some 51 percent more than 
foreseen in the original budget. This amount includes 2.1 billion 
shekels from national insurance, which is 400 million shekels less 
than originally expected. The money to be raised from government 
bonds and other domestic loans is therefore now estimated © ay 
twice as much as in the original budget.

oll terael will suffer greatiy, along with the Western countries, There 
are other, no lese important lessons to be learned from the conflict: 
while it may appear that lerael will benefit from Iraq and Iran, its 
enemies, weakening each other in the fighting, “this issue also has other 
aspects, such as, for example, the military experience these armies 

are acquiring as they fight.” If it should occur that Iraq is the 

loser in the conflict “thie should be regarded as a very positive develop- 
ment, since Saddam Husayn is lerael's most dangerous enemy” and if he 
emerges victorious and gaine a nuclear potential sometime in the near 
future, “thie ie a thought that can make us shiver.” However, the 
commentator thinks that Iraq will emerge victorious. 


Aside from the military strength Iraq will then have gained, if Iran is 
vanquished the commentator predicts that the Soviet Union will increase 
ite presence in the Persian Gulf. “It is hard to predict in advance 
what the Americans will do in such an event, If they do no more than 
they did after the invasion of Afghanistan, the situation will be bad; 
if they do more--taking advantage of the fact that they have some 

30 warships and 2 aircraft carriers in the vicinity--there may be a 
danger of a clash between the superpowers.” This is why both superpowers 
are now trying to end the conflict by use of the UN Security Council, 
"but the Soviet Union is in a more convenient position to use its 
influence since it has relations with both countries involved, while 
the United States has no relations with either of then.” 





For Israel the best solution would be for the UN Security Council to 

succeed in ending the conflict, since whoever emerges as victor in the 
conflict, Ierael would eventually suffer and “if the victor is Iraq-- 
somethat that appeare to be a reasonable assumption--it mav very well 
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ie that the iraqi attack was only made possible by the insane anti-U,5, 
poliey ef the lranian revelutienary regime,” It is true that the 
average taraeii inclines toward supporting Iraq in the confliet, because 
vf the “pact signed between Khomeyni and Yasir ‘Arafat."” These two 

have Nothing in commen other than 4 \atred for lerael, but the pact 

could represent 4 serious threat, As for the U.8, role in the conflict, 
“the 0.8, declaration of neutrality and the emphasis that it does not 
intend to intervene in the conflict between Iran and Iraq are the results 
of helplessness, not of a firm, well thought out policy,” The 

hited States “cannet be neutral in this confliet"” sinee whoever wins, 
the Fesuite will affeet oi) supplies to the West and “if the Iraqis 

win, thie will, to 4 great extent, also bea victory for the Seviet Union.” 
The USSR has apparentiy given up hope of influence in Iran and now hopes 
te gain 4 strong foothold in Iraq “and nobody will believe that such

The commentator beliewee that the United States must intervene; “The 
Soviets have fo need to intervene; the Iraqi army ie doing its work 
even without the entry ef Seviet unite into action.” If the superpowers 
do not actively intervene, it is clear that Khomeyni's regime will fall 
and Soviet infivence in the area will increase, 


The current conflict hae also exposed another “lie” which is the theory 
that “it is necessary to supply semiprimitive societies with weapons so 
that they may defend themselves against Soviet expansionism.” Iran was 
provided with enormous supplies of U.S. weapons and technology, but did 
not know how to use them and they have “disappeared from the face of the 
earth.” <A further lesson to be learned from the conflict is that 

“within the Muslim world there are contradictory interests no less severe 
than those existing in the Christian world.” This situation may change, 
but in the meantime “no Muslim artillery is shooting at imperialist 
targets and much artillery is shooting at Muslim targets." The commentary 
concludes by saying: “Now the question arises of whether the belief 

that all the Muslime are capable of fighting together for a common cause 
is algo not one of the fairy tales that do not stayd up to the test of 
reality. It was only 4 week ago that the conference of Muslim countries 
met in Pee and decided that a jihad against Israel must be prepared, 

Now the Persian Gulf is in the grip of flames; and if there ie anything 
in this to cause concern, there is, paradoxically, also something that 
can cause us to relax.”

(Text) In Hie Firet Press Interview, Prime Minister 
al-Rimawi Saye: "Jordan ls Looking for New Sources 
of Energy and Weapons. 


“Palestinian Question Has Been in Existence Before 
Resolution 242 Was Passed. Jordan, Therefore, Has 
Called for an Alternative Resolution To Achieve a 
Just and Comprehensive Peace." 


Three weeke filled with work and responsibilities have so far gone by since 
the government of Dr Qasim al-Rimawi was formed. He participated in the 
funeral of his brother-in-law, the late al-Sharif ‘Abd-al-Hamid Sharaf; he 
conducted the affairs of his cabinet which he was charged to form and 

which he reformed in leas than 24 hours; he showed interest in the Con- 
ference of Arab Ministers of Foreign Affairs and Economy which was held 

in Amman; he showed interest in the Conference of the Ministers of Foreign 
Affaire of Lelamic Countries which was aleo held in Amman; and he made 
preparations to host the Arab Summit Conference which is supposed to be 
held next fall in the Jordanian capital. 





Dr al-Rimawi has been as busy as the mother of a bridegroom and the mother 
of a bride. He has not slowed down, and he has not rested. Even though 
Dr Rimawi's policy will be a continuation of the Jordanian policy estab- 
lished by his predecessor, the late Sharaf, and although al-Rimawi has 
kept the same team that worked in Sharaf's government, al-Rimawi remains 
the second officer in command of the Jordanian ship that is piloted by 
King Hueavn.

|\Question|) Jordan was a pivotal factor in bringing about rapprochment 
between Jordan and the other Arab countries on the basis of eatablish- 
ing coordination among the Arab countries and including the PLO as a4 
party with direct responsibility in solving the Palestinian question, 
Now does your excellency evaluate this effort? 


Anewer) Jordan's action on the Arab scene is predicated on ite firm 
belief in ite role and in ite pan-Arab responsibility towards the Arab 
nation, Under the leadership of Husayn, Jordan played a prominent 

role in preventing the collapse of the Arab front after Egypt's departure 
from the Arab scene and ite isolation, Jordan played a prominent role 
in atrengthening the spirit of confidence in the Arab front by adopting 
a new Arab position at the Baghded Conference, which is based on reject- 
ing the deviation embodied in the Camp David Accords and on (establishing) 
Arab solidarity in the face of the penetration of the Arab front and the 
isolation of Egypt from the Arab scene. Jordan played a prominent 

role ie boletering positive Arab action and in striving to strengthen 
pan-Arabiem and the integration of the Arabs’ own power. Jordan also 
played a prominent role in maintaining with the world a dialog based on 
principles that assure a just and comprehensive peace as well as the 
legitimate righte of the people of Palestine to achieve sovereignty over 
their land and freedom to determine their own destiny. These principles 
call for total Israeli withdrawal from occupied territory. It is

During his 
recent visit to the United States, His Majesty King Husayn explained 
jordan's position which is based on advocating a just and comprehensive 
peace that would deal with all the aspects of the question, as well as 
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\Question) Reactions among the Arab masses to the statement made by the 
secretary general of the Arab League after the conclusion of the Con- 
ference of Arab Miniaterse of Foreign Affaire and Economy were not what 
they were expected to be, What is your excellency's comment on this 
situation? 


‘Anewer] The special session of the Social and Economic Conference [was 
convened] to establish a setrategy for economic and developmental integra- 
tion in the Arab world and [to find) meane for confronting the Zionist 
enemy in the coming phase.

[Question] People in Jordan are talking about the investigations being 
carried out by duly authorized agencies in Jordan. These investigations 
deal with the existence of petroleum and with Jordan's determination to 
utilize ofl shale for the extraction of petroleum since the economic 
feasibility of this process has been proven following the rise in oil 
prices. How far have these investigations and studies gone? 


[Answer] Looking for oil and also leaning towards diversifying the 
sources of energy and providing guidance for energy use constitute the 
established national policy of Jordan. This is because Jordan imports 
ail the oil it needs from abroad. There were and there still are con- 
tinuous attempts to search for ofl in Jordan. At present, Jordan is 
cooperating with several international corporations in an effort to 
search for oil in its territories. Jordan is allocating the necessary 
amounts of money for this effort every year. Studies are now being made 
about the possibility of utilizing shale oil, a large reserve of which has 
been discovered in south Jordan. We are still studying the economic 
feasibility of this process and the possibilities of utilizing shale 

oil in some heavy industries. We are also looking into the modern 
technology which this use of shale oil would require. Jordan is looking 
into this because of the tremendous burden placed on its shoulder as 

a confrontation state, in view of the continuing escalation of oil prices 
in a manner that is draining a large portion of the national revenues we 
need for building up and developing our national capabilities and the 
structure of our nation.

[Text] A new offshore gas field now being developed in Abu Dhabi could 
more than double the reserves of the UAE to 44,5 trillion cubic feet; ofl 
industry sources in the Bairates said last week, 


The sources said the Umm Al Shaif field, midway between Abu Dhabi and 
Qatar is estimated to contain 24 trillion cubie feet of gas, The UAE 
goverment has not yet announced figures on the field's reserves, 


The UAE's total gas reserves were 20,5 trillion cubic feet at the end of 
1979, OAPEC figures show, The UAE sources told Reuters that an exploratory 
well was drilled at Uem Al Shaif to between 15,000 and 16,000 feet at the 
end of 1979 and development drilling was now underway, 


The field is being operated by the Abu Dhabi Marine Operating Company 
(ADMA*OPCO), The Abu Dhabi National 011 Company (ADNOC) has a 60 percent 
share in the company, the rest is being held by the British Petroleum 
Company (BP) with 14.67 percent and Compagnie Francaise de Petroles (CFP) 
13.33 percent and Japan O11 Development Corporation 12 percent. 


The sources said ADMA OPCO has started test-drilling in the Zakum offshore 
field and hopes to reach the target depth in autumn,

The UAE at present produces about 1.7 million barrels of oil a day, mostly 
in Abu Dhabi, UAE O11 Minister Dr. Maneh Said Al Otaiba said earlier this 
year that his country's oil and gas reserves were far bigger than commonly 
reported, adding that the country was continuing to find new deposits of 
oil and gas in new sites anc at different levels in fields already being 
exploited, 
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Meanwhile the UAL newspaper Al ayan reported that ADNOC has discovered 
new oil reserves which are eight times Abu Dhabi's total 1979 output, 


Since Abu Dhabi's ofl production last year totalled 500 million barrels 
the new reserves are estimated in the region of about 4,000 mi Llion 
barrels, Al Bayan quoted Chief of ADNOC's production and exploration 
department Rashid Nuwar as saying, 


Nuwar said a vast quantity of natural gas was discovered in Umm Al Shaif 
tield at a dep... of 15,000 feet, There were signa indicating that the 
existence o. ore of the biggest gas fields in the world, 


Nuwar added a aew offshore field was discovered near Butihan, O11 reserves 
in this tield were estimated at 1,000 million barrels, according to experi- 
ments on only one well, he said, 


Nuwar said that the implementation by ADNOC of a new policy on exploration 
resulted in th discovery of Umm Al Shait Gas field, According to the new 
policy ADNOC has begun to explore deeper areas, It will also launch a 
comprehensive survey of all the Abu Dhabi fields at the end of 1980, he 
added,

RESTRICTED LICENSED BANKS TO INCREASE OPERATIONS

(excerpt) Restricted Licensed Banks (RLBs) in the UAE are reported to be 
in a state of flux. While the majority of them view the setting up of the 
Central Bank as an opportunity to play a greater part in the economic life 
of the country, one RLB has decided to close down its office by the end of 
the month: the Bank of Nova Scotia in Dubai, An announcement by the Bank 
said the decision to suspend its operations was part of its new strategy 
for the Gulf, ‘The Bank's interests in the UAE will be looked after by its 
Offshore Banking Unit in Bahrain, 


Other RLBs, however, believe that under the new monetary set-up, now 
emerging in the country, they may be allowed to extend the scope of their 
operations and a few do not even rule out the possibility of being able to 
convert their restricted licence into a full licence soon, 


two of them have ventured into new fields: Amro Bank, an Amsterdam-based 
international bank, is venturing into the diamond trade and has also opened 
an investment banking department at its office in Dubai, The bank also 
hopes to develop a primary and secondary market in bonds as well as an 
active Guilder market, 


The American Express ‘'nternationa) Banking Corporation, which runs an RLB 
in Dubai, is also offering new services to its customers, It has started 
direct foreign exchange dealings, including such facilities as swap 
arrangements, forward deals and investment banking. The idea in starting 
these new operations is to see that local businessmen no longer have to go 
to London, Tokyo or New York for every bit of work connected with invest- 
ments. 


According to the UAE currency Board document which first mooted the setting 
up of RLBs, “they are expected to impart greater dynamism to the UAE 
financial system; they may also become a useful Link in the evolution of 
the UAE as an important financial centre,"

NEW PROJECTS IN FUJAYRAH--Projects with outlays of about two billion 
dirhams are to be implemented in the Emirate of Fujeirah this year, They 
include the seaport where two quays are to be built at a cost of 175 
million dirhams, in Fujeirah and another seaport at Diba at a cost of 100 
million dirhams, This port will also provide berths for fishing boats. 
(the latest data reveal that 5,118 tonnes of fish are hauled in the 
emirate), Another harbour at an outlay of 18 million dirhams is being 
built at Marbah to shelter small fishing boats. The other projects are a 
200-bed hospital to be built at a cost of Dh,200 million and a cement 
factory with an annual production capacity of 120,000 tonnes. Two thousand 
low-cost houses are being built in different parts of the emirate at a 

cost of 280 million dirhams. A 50-bed hospital costing 50 million dirhams 
will be constructed in Diba. Road projects costing Dh.206 million and 
other buildings costing 145 millions are also envisioned, Also slated 

for implementation are a number of federal projects ss schools, 
mosques, low-cost houses and roads costing Dh.400 million. text] (Beirut

PORT CONTAINERIZATION EXPANSION--A sum of about Dh,5,200,000 is to be spent 
on more container carriers for Port Rashid as its container traffic touches 
new highs. Three Valet straddle carriers, which lift containers around 
the port after they have been unloaded, will arrive towards the end of the 
year, according to a Dubai Port Services spokesman, The number of contain- 
ers handled by the port has been rocketing. In 1977, 46,000 units were 
handled and this figure has grown to 133,537 in 1979, So far this year, 
around 102,000 units have been processed and a total of about 200,000 units 
is expected to be handled by the end of the year, The port has five 
straddle carriers now, The three new carriers due to arrive are being 
built in Finland and will be able to lift up to 30,5 tonnes.
